: Suppose the Japanese should go up to 
Shanghai and attempt to seize the Russian 
vessels. If there were no foreign settle- 
ments it would be a simple affair. but there 
‘are such settlements, and the taotai says he 
cannot protect them in the event of trouble. 
Then whatever foreign nation has warships 
on the spot must protect them. 
A fight in the river between Russians and 
Japandve at the place where the former are 
anchored would be likely to result in loss of 
life and property in the American and other 
settlements. A-neutral nation may. fairly 
say that that should not be allowed. On 
the other hand, intervention to stop a fight 
would be in the interest of Russia, which is 
violating Chinese neutrality.

What then will be the consequences of 
starving these men and women back to work 
without an agreement with their union? 
The history 6f the last twenty years fur- 
nishes an immediate answer. There will be 
smoldering discontent, finally flashing up 
into open resistance. The conflict of today 
will be retraversed in its whole dreary round. 

The union has been faithless. Should the 
union, therefore, be destroyed? Even the 
packers must admit that this question is 
purely academic as long as public opinion 
in working people’s districts remains. what 
it is. If the present butchers’ union is de- 
stroyed there is every probability that a 
new one will be rapidly formed. Is it better 
to haye a new union, clandestine, resentful, 
inexperienced, or an old one, chastened, ma- 
ture, and increasingly reasonable? 

It would appear, therefore, that both ab- 
stract justice and concrete peace would be 
best secured by an understanding ¢mbracing 
the following principles: 

First—Hours aud wages shall be submit- 
ted to arbitration. This will be a concession 
to public sentiment. 

Second—The union shall abandon all re- 
strictions on employment, discharge, pro- 
motion, and output, This will be a punish- 
ment for the union, a concession to the pack- 
ers, and a tribute to common sense. It will 
go far toward establfMhing the rule which 
ought to govern all industry that after 
hours and wages have been justly settled.

wages. 

Third—The packers sball retain such of 
their nonunion employés as wish to remain, 
but the packers shall not refuse to deal 
with their union employés through the union 
officials.

FREE TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES 

The Philippine act of 1902 provided that 
when general peace had been restored in the 
islands a census should be taken. Peace has 
been established and the census taken. The 
act provided also that within two years 
after its completion and publication, if. 
ditions of general and complete peace with 
recognition of American authority obtained, 
the president should call a general election 
for the choice of delegates to the lower house 
of a Philippine legislature, of which 
commission will be the upper house. 

The Filipinos who are members of the 
honorary commission to the St. Louis fair 
have sent a letter to the secretary-of war

president their petition that the future 
Philippine assembly may be convened as 
soon as possible. They assert that that is 
not only desirable but indispensable. | 

They: say that the Philippine commission, 
which now has exclusive legislative power, 
has enacted a burdensome internal revenue 
law against the unanimous protest of all 
classes of society. The coming of the Philip- 
pine assembly, they say, is looked forward 
to as a security that future laws of equal 
importance with thé one mentioned shall 
be fully discussed and have the concurrence 
of the representatives of the people to be 
affected by them. : 

The Filipinos also ask for the removal of 
or great reduction in the Dingley law duties 
on the sugar‘and tobacco of the islands 
duties which are so heavy as to keep the 
products in question out of the American 
market. The Spanish markets the Filipinos 
once had are closed to them.

ure OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
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ORD CREWE, a former viceroy of 
Ireland and who bore the name of 
Bobby Milne when he was with 

his father, the late Lord Houghton, 
during the latter’s prolonged stay in 

this country, become so passionately 
devoted to moto that, not content with 
having a large number of automobiles in 
his stables, he has given up all his horses 
and carriages, supplying their places with 
new machines, As his stud groom, however, 
bad been with him a number of years, and 
he wished to retain his services, he made 
an offer to the man to send him to France 
for six months’ training in motor driving 
at his [the earl’s} expense. The same pro- 
posal was made by Lord Crewe to eight 
other of his coachmen and grooms, and all 


cepted the earl’s liberal offer. Lord Crewe 
formerly maintained a stud of nearly 100 
carriage and saddle horses, besides keeping 
‘up a large racing stable, with which he 
parted a short time ago. 

He is exceedingly rich. For he not 

inherited a fair income from his fathe 
Lord Houghton, but likewise a large amount 
of landed property and an income of $300,000 . 
a year from his uncle, the late Lord Crewe. 
‘Besides this, his present and second wife, a 
daughter of Lord Rosebery, has brought 
him a great fortune, which came to her 
through her mother, who was Miss Hannah 
Rothschild. 
There are many people in England, begin- 
niné with the king himself, who have 
diminished the number of horses in their 
stables, supplanting them with motors. But 
so far as I am aware, Lord Crewe is the 
first one to dispense with the horse alto- 
gether. | | 

While Lord Crewe has withdrawn from the 
turf, he remains a member of the Jockey 
club. Four new members have just been 
elected to that body, a fact which it is well 
to note In view of the extraordinary num- 
ber of candidates who have been blackballed 
in recent years.

It is Sir Simon Lockhart, who, as laird of 
the Lockharts, has in his possession the 
historic heirloom of the family, known as 
the Lee penny,” which suggested to Sir 
Walter Scott one of his best known novels, 
“The Talisman.” It is a simple, three 
cornered pebble, set in an old silver coin, and 
was given as ransom by a Saracen chief 
to the founder of the Lockhart family. 
When King Robert Bruce lay dying he ex- 
pressed a wish that his heart might be con- 
veyed to the holy land for burial after his 
demise. An expedition, headed by Lord 
James 8 set out for Palestine after 
his death with the object of fulfilling his 
request. Sir Simon Lochard of Lee was one 
of the party, and when crossing Spain Lord 
Douglas was killed, along with most of the 
members of his expedition, by the Moors.

The healing virtues of the Lee penny have 
been noted for centuries, and waterin which. 
it has been immersed, if drank by man or 
beast, is said to instantly cure every ill. It 
is preserved in a gold casket, which was 
presented to one of the lairds of the Lock- 


harts dur’ug the eighteenth century by Em- 
press Maria Theresia. 


The family estates are held by one ot those 
queer old.tenures from the crown about 
wifich volumes of picturesque stories 
might be written. The dukes of Marl- 
borough and of Wellington each hold their 
ancestral estates by virtue of a tenure which 
requires that they should present each year, 
respectively, a small silken French flag to 
the sovereign, one on the anniversary of the 
battle of Waterloo and the other on the an- 
niversary of the battle of Blenheim. The 
Lockharts in the same way hold their Garn- 
wath estates in Lanarkshire by virtue of a 
tenure which prescribes that the owner of 
the property should have a race run in his 
presence on what is known as the village 
green, in the quaint old town of Garnwath. 
The prize given to the winner is a pair of 
shoes and a pair of red stockings; accom- 
panied, of course, by a monetary gift. The 
origin of this strange tenure is supposed to 
have arisen through a desire in ancient times 
to find out the most fleet person who could 
summon the retainers and members of the 
clan. of Lockhart to arms. 

With regard to Sir Samuel Scott, he is not 
only a soldier by profession, but also a bank- 
er, as well as a member of parllament. His 
family and his London banking house may 
be said to have been founded by Sir Claude 
Scott, who had extensive deaTings in corn 
with the United States towards the end of 
the eighteenth century and in the early part 
of the nineteenth century. On one occasion 
he needed a good man to transact some busi- 
ness for him on this side of the Atlantic, and 
accordingly wrote to his correspondents at 
Liverpool, asking them to select somebody

went to America for Sir Claude Scott, ac-

cessfully, and incidentally laid the founda- 
tion for a connection of hisown.

Theré is no dry reading in the work. It 
tells of the kinds of Hquors, how they are 
made, and the effect they have had. It's a 
far cry from the seductive beverages brewed 
in Babylon to cocktails and highballs, and 
from the early Teutonic weinstubes to the 
new subway saloon in New York, but the 
encyclopedia includes them all in a forceful 
and entertaining manner. ‘ 


Nearly 200 experts—authoritfeson the alco- 
hol question from all parts of the world 
have gathered the material from thirty-two 
languages. More than 30,000 volumes have 
been consulted, according to the prospectus, 
just issued, and innumerable manuscripts, 
official reports, and documents have been 
overhauled.

Diodorus and Plutarch both wrote of 
drink madness as “an affection of the body 
which destroys kings, nobles, and peasants.”’ 
Chrysostom declared inebriety to be a 
disease like dyspepsia.“ 5

ple device universally used in this. city, 
where electric roads cross railroads, 
called a derailing switch. It is a switch 
set to the curb, to derail the car 
to the curb. Where the brakes give 
out or for any reason the car goes on, the 
car is merely run to the curb. The switch 
has attached an operating device which 
extends from the switch #0 the railway 
crossing, where the conductor or other per- 
son must proceed to view the situation 
and set the switch. This seems to be a 
simple device and we have never heard of 
an accident in this city, where such device 
is installed. We think if it was called to 
the attention of the street railway men they 
would adopt it, and thus save accidents.

They got 
them, of course, at Canton, but Canton no 
longer knows them, or shows them for sale, 
and persistent questioning can get no clew 
as to the place where the miracles are made 
te order. They used to be sold at the 
Buddhist temples in Canton, and I had beer 
that they were also brought by the pil- 

as souvenirs of their visit to the sacred 
isle of Pootoo, in the Chusan archipelago;

Pearls Made to Order.

province, and had been its unique specialty 
for ages. Each generation had passed on 


began, who first taught or evolved the proc- 
esses by which the fresh water mussel is 
induced. to retain mud pellets and small 
metal objects which are slipped into the 
shells and to diligently cover them with 
nacreous substance. 

The foreign Visitor who had chanced upon 
the miracle making village was taken to a 
place where eight or ten men sat around 
tables prying the mussel shells open to admit 
of little pellets of baked clay and bits of flat 
metal, impressed evidently from a die, in 
the shape of a seated Buddha. 

The mud balls are slipped in and the mus- 

sel does the rest, but the little scraps of 
Buddhas must be placed right side up with 
care, as Chinese esthetic culture has never 
reached the appreciation or evolution of an 
intaglio. 
The mussels are put in ponds and left there 
two or more years, and are then ready for 
opening and cutting the blisers and 
Buddhas free from the shell surface. 
Whether the mussels were fed by the pearl 
cultivators, the visitor did not learn, nor 
just the arrangement of rotation or altera- 
tion of ponds foreach season’s harvesting. 

While the villagers carried on the other 
usual industries of rice and silk culture, the 
pearling remained the chief source of wealth, 
some families realizing as much as 300 silver 
dollars each year from their pearl crop. The 
blister pearls go to jewelers and are worked 
upon into elaborate Chinese hair ornaments; 
and the miraculous images of the Buddha, 
tiny, carefully modeled, exquisite little half 
inch long jewels, are sold as sacred treas- 
ures and talismans to pilgrims at the Budd- 
hist shrines around Hangchow and at Poo-

The pilgrim season at Hangchow makes a 
great demand on the country round for the 
materials of medicines, and the greatest 
drug store in China is at the old capital. Not 
only do the simple pilgrims associate spiritual 
and bodily healing with the same sacred 
places, but by long repute the drugs of 
Hangchow have a reputation for curing 
where the same potions and powders from 
other places are less efficacious. 

The big drug store at the foot of the city 
hill there is a sight in itself. with its many 
stone courtyards, surrounded by two story 
pavilions, whose balustrades and partitions 
are so richly carved, lacquered, and gilded 
that one takes the great wholesale establish- 
ment for a temple, or guild hall, at first.

MAFIA SCARE ONLY A “JOKE,” 
DECLARES ITALIAN CONSUL. 


Count Rozwadowski Reassures Under- 
taker Who Received a Threatening 
Letter, and Says Reports Are e 


— 


Antonio Sbarbaro, the Wells street 3 
taker who received a threatening. letter 
signed by the five skeletons,’’ is the vic- 
tim of a practical joke, according to Count 
Ros wadowskl, the Italian consul at 

hicago 

**Sbarbaro should not allow himself to be 
frightened and the police should be sensible 
enough to disregard the sensational reports 
that he has been mafked for slaughter by 
the mafia or any other Italian society,“ said 
Count Rezwadowski. ‘ The letter, Iam told, 
was written in English and undoubtedly 
was the work of practical jokers. The pub- 
licity given the so-called Black Hand so- 
clety in New York evidently gavethe writers 
their inspiration.“ 

That the spreading of etch sensational 
reports is a great injustice o his people 
was the further statement of thé consul. 

“The custom of attributing the author- 
Ship of su letters to members of Italian 
secret societies,” he said, is caused by 
ignorance, and works great injury to mem- 
bers of thésrace in Chicago, most of whom 
are well behaved and industrious citlsens.“ 

Other leading Italians of the city agreed 
with Count Rozwadowski that the exploiting 
of such crude “ plots '’ should be resented by 
their countrymen. 

A week ago Sbabaro received a letter writ- 
ten in English, and evidently the work of 
tome one accustomed to writing, demanding 
the “paltry sum of $10,000 if he wished to 
live. There were the usual directions to meet 
the consiprators at a lonely spot at 2:30 a. m. 
and surrender the cash. It was signed, as 
stated, by the “five skeletons.’ Sbabaro 
was then in a hospital, and paid no attention 
to the letter until several days later. Then he 
told his friends, but did not notify the police. 
Nor has he yet turned the letter over to them 
that they might hunt for its authors. 

Inspector Shippy and Capt. Rehm agreed 
last night that the affair was 4 hoax, and 
that the author of the letter was an Amer- 
ican. ‘ The whole thing is a fake,“ said the 
police. 


ROBBED AND CAST FROM TRAIN. 


Man Found on Calumet Bridge Recovers 
Senses After Nine Days—Alleged

Tammany Hall and offered to take out of 
the hands of MoCarren the power to spend 
money if Murphy would let the Brooklynite 
have the empty honor of the chairmanship

Allan Line to Put a Fleet on the Pacific 
in Connection with Grand | 
Trunk. 


Arrangements are being completed between 
the Grand Trunk Pacific railway and the 
Allan Steamship company by which the lat- 
ter will establish a fleet of steamers on the 
Pacific in conjunction with the Grand Trunk.
